Primary tecth 
growing, hidden in the ‘decp 
tissues of the jaw, since the 
sixth week of the baby's intrn- 
uterine life. They have been 
affected, favourably or other- 
wise, by the hereditary trends 
and by the mother’s diet, parti- 
cularfy her supply of calcium, 
vitamin D from foods, cod-liver 
ull or other sources, and various 
other minerals.

NORMAL COURSE 


Teething should be o normal 
procedure, involving some 
minor dircomfort duc to con- 
gestion in the fpums Usually 
the baby drools considerably 
becuuse of excessive saliva pro- 
duction at this time. The 
formerly common practice of 
“juncing” or Incising the gums 
1s no longer recommended In 
ordinary cases, Indeed, such 
incisions may heal before the 
ivoth comes through and the 
scars complicate ruther than 
expedite the cruption. In some 
instances It may become 
necessary to remove consider- 
able tissue to permit an 
unerupted tooth to come 
through. Such circumstances 
require careful watching by o 
dentist. 

Baby teeth are Important bc- 
cause they help the child to 
chew his food, but that is not 
ull, The child's dental arches, 
formed in the upper jaw by 
the maxilla or large faclal bone, 
and in tha lower Jaw by the 
madgible or jawbone, require 
intact baby teeth for proper 
growth to allow space for tho 
permanent teeth, 

Among the common and. dis- 
tressing dental problems among 
children js poor occlusion
